The Ju- 
diciary was introduced by the 
Honorable Brian A. Oakley, 
34th District Court Judge.

administered the Oath of 
Office. Judge Mack noted that 
Judge Parrott had served as his 
law clerk at the beginning of 
Judge Parrott’s legal career.

Lianne Clair, fiancee of 
Judge Parrott. 

Ronald and Rita Parrott 
Presented the gavel, They 
are the very proud par- 
ents of Judge Parrott. The 
badge was presented by 
Alan Hindmand, 34th 
District Court Officer. 

The Presentation of the 
Great Seal of the State of 
Michigan was made by 
Senator Raymond E. 
Basham. Tina Brooks 
Green, Chief Judge of the 34th 
District, welcomed the newly 
sworn in Judge Parrott to the 
Court. 

In Judge Parrott’s remarks, he 
introduced and thanked his 
family for their continuing hard 
work and support. The Judge 


stated that there was not 
enough time allotted in the 
program to individually thank 
the many friends who helped 
him achieve his goal, there- 
fore, he gave a big thank you 
to everyone.

Decision Made After Lengthy Discussion 


Township Board Denies Request 
to Issue Certificate of Occupancy

At the March 26th Township 
Board meeting, the Board ac- 
cepted the recommendations of 
the Township attorney and Di- 
rector of Planning and Zoning. 

The matter was placed before 
the Board at the request of 
attorney Ronald Stempien on 
behalf of his client the New 
Life Metro Church. The church 
requested to be placed on the 
March agenda to ask for a per- 
manent Certificate of Occu- 
pancy for Building C. 

Attorney Stempien provided 
the Board with the church’s 
history on the New Boston site. 
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Originally the church drafted 
plans to build one complex. 
However, Stempien described 
the plan as “a little too elabo- 
rate” by the winter of 2001. The 
church decided to submit anoth- 
er plan that called for a “free- 
standing steel building” that he 
described as 65 feet by 110 feet 
in size. 

He went on to say the idea at 
that time was to build that 
building, then use the office 
space to conduct their business 
and the remainder to hold their 
services. Once this was accom- 
plished they would continue 
with the rest of the building 
project. He said he took these 
plans to the Township in mid- 
winter of 2001. 

He said the Township offi- 
cials did not like the plan and 
suggested they complete the 
originally planned gym and 
suggested this may be approved 
for occupancy. Based on this, 
he said the church completed 
the gym (building C) and the 
Township approved its occu- 
pancy by issuing a temporary 
Certificate of Occupancy (C of 


O). He acknowledged the tem- 
porary permit was good for six 
months. He insisted that any 
complaints made were handled 
quickly and there was no reason 
why the building could not be 
certified for occupancy. 

Township Attorney Foley 
provided the Board with a brief 
history of the church’s dealing 
with the Township. He said that 
in November 2001, the church 
began to hold services without 
a C of O (certificate of occu- 
pancy). He said during the fol- 
lowing days the police officers 
had to enforce the law. 

He said a prior contractor car- 
ried all the permits and they 
began to have problems with 
the church and eventually left 
the project. He said new per- 
mits have not been issued. 

He went on to say that a tem- 
porary C of O eventually was 
granted to the church to finish 
the project. He said there was 
debate as to how long they 
should issue the temporary per- 
mit and eventually agreed to 
grant a six-month period. He 
said this was the maximum 


time that could be granted. 

The time period ended in 
November 2002 and he indicat- 
ed the project was not complet- 
ed within that time period. He 
described the situation as the 
church running out of funds. 

He noted the temporary certi- 
ficate was finally revoked when 
they discovered that a sewer 
line had been severed and the 
sewage was being improperly 
discharged. He described it as a 
health and safety issue. 

In explaining the current situ- 
ation he used an example of a 
homeowner who build only a 
portion of his house and then 
asked for a C of O based on a 
completed home. 

He reminded the Board there 
were about 47 outstanding tick- 
ets issued against the church for 
holding services while the 
property was not approved. He 
indicated that issue is currently 
in Circuit Court. He reported to 
the Board that the Township’s 
Construction Board of Appeals 
met on the revocation issue and 
in Jan 2003 they held the revo- 
cation was not improper and 


upheld the decision. 

Mr. Kirtland, the Planning 
and Zoning Director made the 
following points. 1. The build- 
ing described as Building C 
was not a free standing build- 
ing but part ofa larger building. 
2. The remainder of the build- 
ing has not been finished 3. 
The church is out of funds and 
unable to proceed 4. The per- 
mits have expired and 5. The 
Township had to act on the 
sewage issue because they 
would have been cited had they 
not acted. 

The church attorney did re- 
spond to the remarks and said 
that if the Board did not grant 
the C of O, he would go to the 
Circuit Court and former Di- 
rectors of Planning Meyers and 
Delaney would testify. 

Trustee Carey made a motion 
to support the Construction 
Board of Appeals, to deny the 
church’s request for a certifi- 
cate and to deny future permits 
until the outstanding ticket 
issue is resolved, This motion 
passed by unanimous vote of 
the Board.
